Namayo Avenue Petition. 


The document was largely a denun- 
ciation of the Commissioners and 
pointed out that Namayo Avenue 
could have been made ready for pav- 
ing in a few weeks, whereas Mce- 
Dougall Avenue took months. 
asserted that the Council had direct 
ed operations to be begun on = Na- 
mayo, and since the retrenchment 
scheme was agreed upon and in glar- 
ing defiance of the intentions of the 
Aidermen, the Commissioners had 
continued the work upon McDougall. 
In conclusion it was asked that the 
Council cancel 4he unauthorized part 
of the contract and begin work cn 
Namayo, 

Mayor Griesbach said he did not 
know that any charges were to be 
made against the Commissioners, but 
since these charges had been put in 
writing, he would withdraw the re- 
port till the Commissioners made a 
veply in writing at a future date. 

Ald, Picard moved, seconded by 
Ald. Manson, that ine petition be 
left on the table till next meeting. 

Ald. Walker thought the matter 
should not be left over till next regu- 
lar meeting. A special meeting

Ald. Manson—''It is time we know 
who is running this city—whether it 
is the Council or the residents of 
Namayo Avenue, If Namayo Avenue 
is, we had better step out and let 
them take our places.”

BANDIT DEMANDS 
A BIG RANSOM 


—— 


For Release of Caid Maclean, 
Who is Well Known Among 
Canadian Military Men 


Moroceo, July 10.—That 
Sir Henry Maclean, 

the Sultan's body- 
guard, and next to the Sultan the 
most influential man in Morocco, has 
been captured by Raisuli, the bandit 
chief, is now certain. The latter has 
announced that he will hold the Gen 
eral prisoner until the Sultan grants 
the terms which he, Raisuli, demands 
ior ints own pardon and Maclean's re- 
lease. 

For some time past General Muac- 
lean, acting in behalf of the Sultan, 
had been trying to persuade Raisuli 
to resume a peaceful mode of life, 
and recently the bandit lealtor tad 
apparently showh signs of willingness 
to meet the wishes of the Moroccan 
authorities, with the result that Gen- 
eral Maclean, who is a former offi 
cer of the British army, having serv-

It also'ed in the 69th regiment of infantry, 


the descendant of an old Scotch fam 
ily, and a man universally respected, 
even among the most fanatical of the 
foreign-hating Moors, was entrusted 
with the task of taking some presents 
from the Sultan to Raisuli, in the 
hope of finally persuading him to 
come to terms. These gifts consisted 
of horses and tents, and, to escort 
them to his stronghold, Raisuli sent 
fifteen of his baditti to the General 
to act as bodyguard. Accompanied 
by these men, Maclean journeyed to- 
wards Rouina, where he was to meet 
Raisuli. But, on arriving there, the 
General was informed that he was a 
prisoner, Later Raisuli sent a messen- 
ger to the Sultan announcing the cap 
ture oi the commander of his body- 
guard, and informing His Majesty 
that he would hold the General a 
prisoner until the following terms 
were granted for his surrender: 

First—The reconstruction of Rats 
uli’s house at Zinat. 

Second—The payment of an indem- 
nity of 10,000 douros (about $200,000). 

Third—His reappointment as gover 
nor of Tangier and of Fahs, and his 
appointment as commandant of po- 
lice, 

The officials of the legation subse- 
quently confirmed the announcement 
of the capture of General Maclean. 

The Sultan is launching,a punitive 
expedition against the Adjera tribe, 
of this vicinity, owing to the fact 
that they have not paid their tribute 
to His Majesty’s collectors. 

Caid Maclean is now at Elkmes, in 
the heart of a wild mountainous dis- 
trict, three days’ march from Tan- 
gier. He is being well treated and 
has been allowed to write to the Brit- 
ish minister and send for his bag: 
gage. 

The capture of the General was 
carefully planned. He went out to 
the rendezvous with Raisuli against 
the advice of his companions. 

The incident is being discussed 
with deep interest in diplomatic cit 
cles here, and the result of ‘he action 
of the British authorities in demand- 
ing that the Sultan immediately pro 
duce the person of the captured Gen- 
aral is awaited with considerable anx 
iety. It is recognized that the affair 
may entail the gravest, consequences. 


The circumstance that Caid General 
Sir Harry Maclean commander in-chief 
of the toreces of the sultan of Morocco, 
and now held for ransom, has_rela- 
tives and triends in Canada lends ad- 
ded interest to the latest turn of For- 
tune’s wheel, in a career that for ro- 
martic setting easily vies with the 
most fanciful of Anthony Hope’s nar- 


ratives, 
Col. John B. Maclean, of the Mac- 
lean Publishing company, Toronto, 


while not of direct kinship, has been 
on terms of intimate correspondence 
with Sir Henry for many years. There 
«re some near relatives in the neigh- 
be hood of Kingston, and the late Dr. 
Donald Maclean of Kingston, and lat- 
cr of Detroit, was closely connected. 
There are other relatives in Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island. 

Sir Harry Aubrey De Vere Maclean 
was born at Drimmin, Scotland, in 
1848, and is a son of the late General 
Andrew Maclean, a distinguished sol- 
dier. He comes of a long line of fight- 
ing ancestors. It is recorded in the 
history of the clan that, after the 
battle of Culloden, one of them, ly- 
ing stricken upon the field, declined 
to inform the Duke of Cumberland 
as to the whereabouts of the ill-fated 
“Bonny Prince Charlie.” The duke 
called upou a young officer to slay 
the wounded man, but this the officer, 
who afterwards became immortal as 
hee the hero of Quebec, refused to 
ao, . 
Career in the Army. 

Sir Harry began his career in the 
army in 1869,when he obtained a c 
mission as lieutenant in the 69th regi- 
ment,which was sent to Canada short- 
ly afterwards, The regiment shared in 
the defence of the frontier during the 
Fenian invasion of 1870, and he was 
decorated with a medal by Lord 
Strathcona in London a few years ago, 
while undergoing special treatment 
for wounds received in one of his in- 
numerable skirmishes. Sir Harry's 
regiment was stationed for some 
years in Canada, and while he was in 
Quebec most of the time he was also 
posted .or intervals at Toronto, Lon- 
don and Brantford, 

From Canada he was shifted to Gib- 
raltar, where he: held a staff appoint- 
ment, The sultan of Moroeco was de- 
sirous of obtaining a British officer 
to drill his half savage army, and the 
position was offered Maclean. The 
prospect appealed strongly to his mar- 
tial tastes and love of adventure, and 
he gladly accepted, resigning in 1876 
to enter upon his duties of organizing 
the sultan’s forces. He rapidly rose 
in favor by his daring, intrepidity 
and military genius, and became a 
prime favorite with the late sultan, 
and inspired equal rogard and con- 
fidence in his successor Indeed, 
throughout Moroceo his name has for 
years been a symbol of dashing, dare- 


de vildom, and courage that was vies 


known to fail. A horseman of the 
finest type and an unerring shot, he 
has been regarded by the natives with 
something akin to reverence. During 
the reign of the late sultan two seri- 
ous insurreetions arose, but these were 
ueVed by the government troops un- 
der his all-conquering leadership. 
K uropean intrigues are believed to be 
responsible for the present situation. 
A Power in the Land. 

Colonel Maclean, of Toronto, 
on a visit to Morocco three 
ago, was somgwhat amused by the 
extent o: the regard in which — the 
tame of the great Sir Henry wag held 
by the natives, who, on discovering 
that he bore the same patronyimec, 
were most solicitous for his comfort. 
Colonel Maclean was to have met his 
famed namesake at Tangier, but ow- 
ing to complications that had arisen,

in which the German Emperor 
figured, the army commander was 
absent. 


Miclean is said to be the only 
Christian who has ever been permitt- 
ed to view the Mallwood gravis with 
in the precincts of the sacred city, 
in wach are interred the bones of 
former rulers, 

He has been engaged in literally 
hundreds o1 battles of more or less 
desperate and sanguinary character, 
and has often been wounded. Eight 
years ago he lost an eye in an en- 
counter. 

Maclean, whose headquarters have 
been at Fez, haa maintained a band 
of 12 pipers, all Moors, in charge o: 
a Scot, and wearing the proud tartan 
of the Maclean clan. For some ume 
Major Angus Ogilvy of the 13th Hus- 
sars Was In command of his cavalry. 
Major Ogilvy was in Canada some 
yenrs ago, and is known to a num- 
ber of Canadian military men, 

Afraid of Losing Him, 

In 1893 Sir Henry visited England 
ior the first time since he had severed 
his conn+ction with the British army. 
‘He was on a special mission for the 
Sultan, who was anxious to obtain as- 
surance of British support. So appre- 
hensive was the Oriental potentate 
that Maclean might be induced to re- 
main at home, that he caused an es 
cort of one hundred armed Moors tc 
accompany him, with the injunction 
that, unless the Englishman shoula 
return, every man in the detachment 
would be beheaded, While away the 
guard never allowed Maclean out of 
their sight, and watch was kept un- 
ceasingly outside his chamber doo: 
and beneath his window while he 
slumbered. So successful was Sit 
Henry in his mission that, on his re- 
turn, the Sultan, as a particular mark 
of favor, insisted on presenting him 
with 150 wives. 

Sir Henry was the victim of an un- 
happy marriage, he obtaining a di- 
vorce from his Spanish wife several 
years ago, and causing ‘ considerable 
of a sensation in London society. He 
has a son and several brothers in the 
army.

CROP CONDITIONS 
IN SASKATCHEWAN

Government Report Says Har- 
vest Will Be 10 Days Late.-- 
Prospects - Good 


Regina, July 10.—The department of 
agriculture has issued the first of the 
season's crop bulletins compiled from 
weports furnished by the staff or cor- 
respondents covering the entire prov- 
ince. A summary covering the progress 
of the crops from seeding time up to 
the present is appended; 

Spring was very late in opening, ser- 
iously impeding seeding operations. 
Seeding commeced about April 29, be- 
came general by May 15, and was prac- 
tically finished by the end of the 
nenth, the crops going upon a perfect 
seed-bed. Reports tend to indicate that 
a greater area was sown to coarse 
grains owing to the lateness of the sca- 


son, The warm weather and rains of 
June have brought an extraordinary 
growth, the different grains being re- 
markably even and of a very green 
tint which indicates healthy, strong, 
and vigorous growth. The crops +n 
gereral are a little, but not so much 


as might be supposed, behind as com- 
pured with their condition at the cor- 
responding period in previous years, 
If the favorable weather. conditions 
continue for the remainder of the seas- 
on the prospects are that harvest will 
be from 10.to 15 days later than last 
ye.r and will begin about August 25th,
